Mit was a helluva long way from California to the 
East in the 1850's, and when John Butterfield 
got a contract to operate a mail line to provide semi-weekly deliveries over the 2,700-mile 
great ox-bow route from the rail. terminus at Tipton, Mo., near St. Louis, to 
San Francisco via Los Angeles, there was great rejoicing among the brethren in 
California, for the time one way was not to exceed 25 days. 

A lot of folks were willing to bet old John couldn't set it up, but with a $600,000 
contract at stake, he got going on Sept. 15 when stages left simultaneously from San 
Francisco and St. Louis. John had 139 stations set up along the way, umpteen hundred 
head of horses and a goodly number of skilled, sober (humph!) drivers all ready to go. 
The westbounders brought the mail through in 23 days, 23 hours on the first trip and 
later did,it in 18 days, 20 hours. What say the brethren? 

Butterfield chose an all-weather route extending to the Mexican border. The line came 
into Los Angeles, then north to Fort Tejon and down into the valley by way of the 
Sinks of the Tejon, Gordon’s Ferry across Kern river, Poso creek, a spooky place called 
Willow Springs, Mountain House on White River, Fountain Springs, Tule River, Packwood 
about four miles east of Exeter, and Visalia. It went north to Cross Creek, Whitmore’s or 
Smith’s Ferry on the Kings, Elkhorn, Fresno City, and Firebaugh’s Ferry. 

About 11:30 p.m. on Oct. 8, 1858 the 500 or so citizens of Visalia turned out in 
goodly numbers to greet the first Butterfield stage to reach their city. Aboard was the 
only “through” passenger, a hardy young New York Daily Herald reporter, Waterman 
Ormsby, who left us a good description of the Visalia arrival. He had left Fort Tejon 
about 3:40 a.m. and travel was pretty fast over the easy valley route, about nine miles an 
hour. Of his Visalia visit, Ormsby reported, in part: 

“The next town of any importance is Visalia, which is 47 miles from White River and 
about 100 from Fort Tejon and the first town from Tejon. There are a few adobe houses 
and the population is about 500. The place is situated in an oak grove, sometimes called 
Four Creeks, which seldom have much water. There are a number of New Yorkers in 
town and | took a glass of lager, which made me feel quite at home. Though it was 
nearly midnight when we arrived, the news spread rapidly and we soon had a cordial 
greeting. 

“Before we left they gave us an anvil salute, which was quite new to me. The powder 
was placed in a hole in one anvil, and a train laid to the edge. A card is then placed over 
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the hole, and another anvil on top of that. The report was quite as heavy as those of an 
eight pounder. This was the first evidence of any enthusiasm along the route since we left 
Fort Smith, and the rousing cheers they gave us as we drove off at 11:50 on Friday the 
8th of October, ought to be remembered in the history of the town; so | here 
immortalize them.” 

The Visalia station was on Main street, then called Mill street, at the Overland hotel, 
which was run by Mr. and Mrs. Richard Billups. They had a pretty daughter who married 
A.O. Thomas, a Butterfield driver who later operated a stage line of his own in the area. 
C.N. Norris of Visalia was also said to have been a Butterfield driver. 

Concord coaches and lighter ‘‘celerity’’ or mudwagons were used, mudwagons drawn 
by four horses being the rule in the valley, according to some historians. It was rough 
going. Royal Porter Putnam, who complained he had to walk from Kern river to Willow 
Springs before catching the stage, said, ‘‘Stage riding is disagreeable.” Contemporary 
accounts abound with references to “red eye,’’ Bourbon, and Monongahela among the 
passengers as a means of easing the 
way. Both Concord and mudwagon 
bodies were suspended on 
thorobraces, long \straps of leather 
which ran fore and aft, making it 
easier for the draft animals but giving 
a pitch and roll to the conveyance 
that often made passengers seasick. 

In December, 1858, Porter Putnam 
took over the Overland’s Packwood 
station at $30 a month. ‘There is 
plenty of Maids of the Forest close 
by,” his diary tells us. Later Putnam 
moved to Tule River and went on to 
found the town, Porterville, that bears his name. Peter Goodhue, a prominent Visalian, 
was first operator of the Tule river station. 

The twice weekly arrivals of the Overland mail were popular events in the little town 
of Visalia, but they ended in April of 1861 when the War between the States made the 
southern route impractical, and Butterfield moved his operation north to the Salt Lake 
route.
